Castro Flaunts Rio Pact 
To Unite Against Commies 


By ROBERT BERRELLEZ 
HAVANA (AP' — Fidel Castro 
served notice Monday night his 
government does not feel bound 
by the 13-year-old Rio pact calling 
for concerted action by the Amer­ 
ican republic* against commu­ 
nism. 
In another of hi* marathon tele­ 
vision broadcasts, Castro implied 
remarks by Secretary of State 
Christian A Herter in a radio-TV 
interview March 20 were a threat 
to label the Cuban government 
Communist and thus bring into 
effect the terms of the Rio pact. 
"We do not feel ourselves ob­ 
ligated to the Rio treaty,” Castro 
asserted, “because tin* revolution­ 
ary' government did not sign it." 
Repudiate Himself 
Castro thus repudiated previous 
statements he made hej-e and in 
the United States last year that 
his government would abide by all 
international treaties entered into 
by previous Cuban governments. 
Charging Herter said Commu­ 
n a •ympathizeio held high post* 


in hi* government and that there 
was a hemisphere treaty for de­ 
fense against communism, Castro 
declared:

In his interview Herter said 
tliere were Communist sympa­ 
thizers high in the Cuban govern­ 
ment, but he did not think it 
correct to call Cuba Communist 
“at the present time.” Castro’s 
government replied in a note to 
tile United States Friday that 
Herter* statements were “inexact 
and confusing ” 
At no point in his four-hour 
speech did Castro deny the refer­ 
ence to Communist sympathizers 
in his government.

versity of Minnesota told a sem­ 
inar for science writers sponsored 
by the American Cancer Society.

Man harbors more than 150 
viruses, mostly just recently de­ 
tected, and "we are not sure what 
many of them do,” he said.

Vast Study Underway On 
New "Safer" Cigarettes

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP^ " S a f­ 
er" cigarettes may already be on 
the market, and a cancer re­ 
searcher says he hopes to learn if 
they really are safer. 
These safer smokes may be 
those containing only one-fourth 
the nicotine and one-half the tar 
content of standard non-filter cig­ 
arettes, said Dr E. Cuyler Ham­ 
mond, director of statistical re­ 
search for the American Cancer 
Society. 
A vast, six-year study of more 
than one million Americans, now 
under way by the ACS, may show 
whether those who switched to the 
"safer" cigarettes actually live 
longer, Dr. Hammond told a sem­ 
inar for science writers. 
Dr. Hammond is convinced cig­ 
arette smoking is "the principal 
cause” of lung cancer now. 
Despite all recent warnings, cig­ 
arette sales are at a new high, 
but perhaps the warning hasn’t 
fallen on deaf ears because sales 
of filter-tipped and low-tar, low- 
nicotine cigarettes have increased 
tremendously. 
Dr. Hammond said, "It appears 
the majority of Americans want 
to smoke, but they want to do so 
without running the risk of lung 


duce cancers in other types of ani­ 
mals. Humans handling the can­ 
cerous mice have been found to 
have antibodies against the virus, 
indicating they had been infected 
with it but had resisted it. 
"There are tantalizing leads” 
now to incriminate viruses in hu­ 
man cancers, said Dr. Wendell M. 
Stanley, Nobel Prize winner of the 
University of California.

Squamous and oat cell types of 
cancer account for the majority 
of lung cancers, said Dr. Auer­ 
bach, of the Veterans Administra­ 
tion, East Orange, N.J. 
Dr. Michael B. Shimkin of the 
National Cancer Institute, Bethes­ 
da, Md., declared studies point­ 
ing to the cigarette smoking as a 
cause of lung cancer amounted to 
a breakthrough in knowledge. 
He said "the elimination of the 
cigarette habit would reduce the 
incidence of lung cancer by 60 
per 
cent, 
saving 
some 20,000 
deaths from lung cancer per year. 
The tobacco industry, which has 
put up millions to finance re­ 
search, contends there is no scien­ 
tific proof of a connection between 
smoking and lung cancer,
